Egypt protests 
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BEIRUT (AP) — All Pales¬

What reporter* saw wa* the 
end-product erf a wrecking 
spree that began late Monday 
afternoon when about 200 pris¬ 
oners barricaded themselves 
into the back-to-back cell- 
blocks. Prison officials have 
not yet estimated costs of the 
damage. 

Prisoner* swung on the 
bar*, hung over what was left 
of railings along each of the 
five. 26-cen tiers or Just 
lounged about the pile of rub¬ 
bish strewn from one end of 
the cell blocks to the other. 

It wa* a barely distin¬ 
guishable mass of tom 
mattres.*e*. splintered book¬ 
cases and cupboards, shred¬ 
ded paper, smashed sinks and 
toilets.

The prisoners' patience had 
apparently run out after a 
three-day peaoehil protest did 
not yield the talks they had 
demanded with officials in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

The prisonei** had barricad¬ 
ed themselves inside the 
cellblock for the three days, 
after which they set fire to 
mattresses. 

Jean Lajoie, Quebec region¬ 
al information officer for the 
federal penitentiary services, 
said the institute’s gymna¬ 
sium w'ould be “transformed 
into a d(H*mHory” where as 


many as 200 prisoners could 
be lodged. 

Others would be sent fo 
nearby federal medium secu¬ 
rity in.*tUutions, including one 
in Cowansville. Quo., ab(Mt 50 
miles southeast of here, and 
tlie Leclerc Instituticm in 
north-end Laval, he said.

Ford aide sees no harm 
in lobbyists’ golf payouts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
President Ford played golf as, 
the guest of at least four cor¬ 
porations when he was in 
Congress and saw nothing 
wrong In sudi outings, a 
White House spc^esman said 
Tuesday. 

^Responding to new^ reports 
and a swipe from Jimmy 
Carter on the issue of coziness 
with lobbyists, press secre¬ 
tary Ron Nessen said Ford 
stopped accepting such hospi- 
tali^ when be became vice- 
president in 1973. 

“As an avid -golfer, the 
president over the years has 
accepted invitations to play 
with freinds at different ciuto 
suxHind the country and has 
invited friends to play at his 
club,” the Burning Tree 
course in suburban Bethesda, 
Md., Nessen said. 

He said ttie president, while 
he was a Michigan congress¬ 
man, attended golf outings as 
the guest of corporate of¬ 
ficials of Bethlehem Steel Co., 
the Aluminum Corporation of 
America, the Firestone Rub¬ 
ber Coip. and.U.S. Steel Corp. 

He said he did not know 


who paid Ford’s expenses, al¬ 
though U.S. Steel lobbyist Wil¬ 
liam Whyte said last week his 
firm paid for three such golf¬ 
ing vacations between 1964 
and 1973. 

Nessen said Ford would not 
have accepted’ the golfing in-i 
vitatkms "if he thought there* 
was anything wrong with it” 
and believes he has “lived up 
to the spirit” of the 1968 Con¬ 
gressional Ethics Code. 

‘The president does not 
consider a golf game to be a 
gift of substantial value,” 
Nessen said. 

Gifts of substantial value 
from lobbyists could be re¬ 
garded, under congressional 
ethks codes, as posing a con¬ 
flict of interest. Lobbyists^re 
supposed to list them in the 
reports they file with 
congress. 

Controversy ov*er thg golf 
issue arose last week when 
Whyte, y.S. Steel’s chief 
Washington lobbyist, disclosed 
his firm treated Ford to ex¬ 
pense-paid trips to its lodge at 
Pine Valley golf club in New 
Jersey in 1^, 1969 and 1973. 


The White House said Ford 
was Whyte's guest for week¬ 
ends in 1964 and 1971. 

Whyte also said U.S. Steel 
{>aid for twio Ford stays at its 
lodgings near Disney World in 
Florida m*^1972 and 1974. The 
White House declined com¬ 
ment on that. 

Whyte, a long-time friend of 
Ford’s, is a regular member 
of the president’s golfing four¬ 
some at the Burning Tree 
club. 

Without naming Ford, 
Carter took an obvious jab at 
him Monday in a PoTtland, 
Ore., campaign speech at¬ 
tacking W’ashingt<Hi politi¬ 
cians who get “financial sup¬ 
port f|pm lobbyists . . . They 
belong to the same clubs, they 
play golf on the same feolf 
courses, they communicate 
with one another, they sup¬ 
port one another.”

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A test of patience 


T he negotiators attempting to Ilnd a 

formula for a peaceful transition to black ma¬ 
jority rule in Rhodesia are still groping in a jungle of 
misunderstanding. And recent developments make it 
doubtful that Prime Minister Ian Smith will attend the 
British-sponsored constitutional conference. For that 
matter, unless there is a marked change in attitude on 
the part of the more radical African leaders, they may 
not be present either. 

In that event, the carefully planned effort to bring 
black and white leaders to compromise will have 
failed and the racial explosion in southern Africa will 
threaten once more. 

This would be a tragedy for which stubborn, ir¬ 
reconcilable men must be blamed: men who are 
prepared to risk war on an incalculable scale because 
they refuse to listen to reason or accept the honesty of 
their opponents’ intentions. 

* Mr. Smith and some of his ministers, in these cir¬ 
cumstances, would share the guilt with black radicals 
like Samora Machel, president of Mozambique, , and 
Agostino Neto, president of Angola, who are among 
those rejecting the Anglo-American peace package as 
disclosed by tlje Rhodesian leader last Friday. 

Whites, said the prime minister, would lead the in¬ 
terim government, control the ministries of defence, 
and of law and order, and hold the power of veto. 

It had been'assumed that the heads of black 
African states to whom Dr. Henry Kissinger had spel¬ 
led out the peace formula had swallowed this admit¬ 
tedly pretty indigestible mouthful. Now it seems they 
had not, or they have changed their minds. 

Meanwhile, the British team, headed by Edward 
Rowlands, a fbreign office expert on African affairs 
carrying the rank of minister of state, has flown to 
Botswana to meet President Kenneth Kaunda of Zam¬ 


bia and President Sir Seretse Khama of Botswana 
along with the less co-operative chiefs of Angola and 
Mozambique Much could depend on the outcome of 
this meeting. 

It would surprise no one to see Secretary of State 
Kissinger back on another African round — because 
the world cannot afford to allow the situation to 
degenerate. 

It would be encouraging if there were some sign 
from Moscow and Peking of the interest of these ad¬ 
ministrations in the .preservation of peace and ac¬ 
complishment of a negotiated agreement in Rhodesia. 

Their silence is the more reprehensible for the 
fact that both Communist states have immense in¬ 
fluence with the black leaders involved. 

British-Foreign Secretary Anthony Crosland has 
pointed out that the five African presidents who don’t 
accept Mr. Smith's “version” of the peace plan have 
agre^ to the essential points: majority governmeqt 
within two years and an interim government with a 
black prime minister. 

On that base perhaps the negotiators can build 
again. 

But if Mr. Smith insists upon inconsequential 
things, like holding the finalizing conference In 
Rhodesia, even such reasonable and moderate leaders 
as Joshua Nkomo, tipped as the probable prime 
minister of an interim government, will have dif¬ 
ficulty in restraining their impatience. 

And patience, after 11 years of frustration, is 
something all Africans involved are finding in short 
supply. 

Perhaps international consideration should be 
given to organizing some sort of peace-keeping force 
to meet a possible emergency rather than risk the sort 
of Pax Havana that "pacified” Angola. 


At least a gesture 


T he announcement by Provincial Secretary 
Grace McCarthy that $100,000 will be spent on 
the beautification and improvement of the former 
Reid Centre property below Bastion Square should be 
welcomed as a token that even in a year of tight finan¬ 
cial restraint, the refurbishing of the Ituier Harbor 
area is hot being forgotten. Actually, the government 
expects to get a lot for this sum: the removal of unsafe 
parts of a wharf, the development of pedestrian 
pathways to give access to the waterfront, the installa¬ 
tion of lighting and the repairing of the parking area. 
And there is word that the Capital improvement 
District Commission will soon m^e further recom¬ 
mendations for improvement. 


We agree with Alderman Ronald McKenzie, 
however, when he says he would not like to see the 
walks put in now and ripped up again if and when the 
government decides to build the marina proposed by 
the city for the site. 

And it’s not just the waste of money that would oc¬ 
cur. It would also indicate that the co-operative and 
co-ordinated planning heralded last spring, when Mrs. 
McCarthy announced that the CIDC would be given all 
the provincial holdings in the Inner Harbor, is not 
working. 

But we wait for the pleasant news that it is.

The risks of getting tough 


"Tell us please what we are 
being killed for”? 

The appeal of (Spt. Richard 
Carey from the cockpit of his 
hijacked Boeing 727 wiUi its 
tires burst by French police 
marksmen on a remote runway 
of Paris’ Charles de Gaulle Air¬ 
port distills the pathos of the 
innocent Uves that are staked 
when a country plunges 
through the hijack barrier. 

France is now considering 
the gains and perils of life on 
the far side of French Interior 
Minister Michel Poniatowskl’s 
refusal to bargain with a group

- Captain Carey and his pas¬ 
sengers did not die. The hi¬ 
jackers' explosives were made 
of modeling clay; their 
desperation was a bluff, and 
the passengers who had started 
out for a short domestic flight 
from New York to Chicago 
streamed out into the early 
morning sunTight after what 
the pilot called "thirty hours of 
hell.” 

President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing has now confirmed 
Poniatowski’s tough strategy 
as the model for all France's 
future anti-hijack operations.

France has joined Israel in 
declaring total war on the kid¬ 
nappers of the idkmational air 
lanes. 

There was certainly a risk at 
Charles de Gaulle Airport. The 
Croatians knew when they 
landed in France that a 
boobytrap they had left in New 
York had killed a policeman.

And the French government 
has been converted to the view 
that if toughness is a gamble, 
weakness only encourages 
future hijackers. 

Those who are not happy 
about this are the international 
pilots and their aircrews. Rene 
Camus, president lo the French 
Pilots’ Association, paints out 
that hijacked airliners are 
already facing a considerable 
hazard from the refusal of the 
countries below them to allow 
them to land. No one wants a 
hijack drama on their ter¬ 


ritory, and national govern¬ 
ment make considerable ef¬ 
forts to shoo away such visitors 
unless they are running 
dangerously short of fuel. 

A hijacked Dutch KLM air¬ 
liner recently had to zigzag to a 
halt on Tunis Airport through 
the oil barrel barricades set to 
prevent it from landing. 

Certainly one of the principal 
reasons for France’s present 
intransigence is to persuade hi¬ 
jackers that they will get 
nowhere in Paris and would do 
better to tight in a country 
which still believes in bargain¬ 
ing with them. 

At a time when the terrorist 
“Carlos” is reported to be 
planning another major coup, 
France has every advantage in 
serving notice that it is not a

country where such exploits 
have a good chance of success. 

This has not always been the 
case. A few years ago, before 
the terrorist wave was fully 
developed, foreign plotters 
used Paris as a toe without 
much disturbance from the 
local police. When the French 
began to close in on the 
networks, the terrorists turned 
against France. There were 
two bazooka attacks on planes 
at Orly Airport. A Japanese 
commando seized the French 
Embassy in The Hague. 
"Carlas” shot and killed two 
French detectives. It was an 
Air France airbus that was hi¬ 
jacked to Entebbe. 

* ★ ♦ 

The airhne pilots are opposed 
to the toiigh line because they 
know that befSre it begins to 
have a deterrent effect more 
air crews and passengers are 
likely to be put in the position 
of saying: "Tell us please what 
we are being killed for.” 

The pilots prefer the slow 
method of wearing down the hi¬ 
jackers’ resolve by emphasiz¬ 
ing the friendliness of everyone 
in the plane until it becomes in¬ 
conceivable that the terrorists 
could kill their friends to spite 
their enemies. The pilots want 
to avoid a situation where peo¬ 
ple outside the aircraft can 
serve an ultimatum on tbe hi¬ 
jackers in conditions which 
those Inside the plane know to 
be psychologically fatal. 

For the French authorities, 
the sympathy of the air crew 
f^ the hijackers is a necessary 
charade, on which the safety of 
everyone in the plane depends, 
and it must be played out with 
great conviction. 

But it should not preclude a 
realistic assessment of the 
situation from the outside. If 
the new French strategy suc¬ 
cessfully weathers the next 
test, other countries are likely 
lo follow France’s example. 
But the question is whether it 
could survive one great failure 
in which hijackers carried out 
their threats.

Is the game almost over for 
Canada as a federation? When 
a distinguished moderate like 
Douglas Fullerton, former 
chairman of the NMional 
Capital Commission and a long¬ 
time friend of French Canada, 
suggests that Canadians may 
well look back on 1976 as "the 
year we began to break up as a 
nation.” it is time, or past 
time, to take stock. 

Certainly relations have been 
strained before and here have 
been some real crises. But this 
time there are some subtle and 
not-tod-subtle differences. This 
time. Canada, as we know it. 
could break up. 

Twenty-five years ago when I 
sat as a neophyte MP, it was a 
different Canada. The wounds 
of war and of the conscription 
crisis were healing. A relaxed 
atmosphere in Ottawa 
reflected — or in the viesv of 
some people helped to create — 
the mood of the country. There 
was an excellent camaraderie 
between English and French- 
speaking MPs. Non-partisan 
trips to Quebec, Toronto and 
Western Canada helped us to 
understand and appreciate 
each other better. 

★ ★ ★ 

Nevertheless the dice were 
loaded against French- 
speaking Canadians especial¬ 
ly unilingual ones, both in in¬ 
dustry and in the government 
of Canada. They occupied few 
senior positions and the 
language barrier worked 
against them. 

Then the winds of change 
began to stir. The young people 
of Quebec realized that they 
were getting the short end of 
the stick. Perhaps their 
educational system was. as 
often alleged, a contributing 
factor. 

But it wasn't reason enough to 
justify the disparity. So they 
rejected the acquiescent role 
of their parents and opted for 
equality, including industrial 
and political power. “Maitres 
Chez Nous” became the rally¬ 
ing cry. 

Now as I sit in the 
Parliamentary Press Gallery. 
I think of the phenomenal 
change that has taken place. In 
Quebec, the educational 
system has turned upside 
down. Cultural and linguistic 
ties have been established with 
France and world fran- 
cophonie. The provincial 
government has entered the 
-realm of business to flex its

powerful muscles and provide 
greater opportunities tor ad¬ 
vancement for Quebec youth — 
in French. And a politcai party 
espousing a separate Quebec, 
Le Parti QuelKKois, is gaining 
in popularity. 

Meanwhile Quebec politicans 
have assumed, for the first 
time, a dominant role in 
federal politics. Their in¬ 
fluence has been felt in the 
House of Commons where most 
of the staff is now bilingual. 
This has not been achieved 
without' some personal 
hardship but it is now possible 
for French-speaking MPs lo 
feel “at home.” They can com¬ 


municate with the staff, par¬ 
ticipate fully in the debates 
through simultaneous transla¬ 
tion and expect government 
reports and documents to be 
available in Frnech at the 
same time as in English. 

Parallel changes have occur¬ 
red in the public service. It is 
now possible for Quebec tax¬ 
payers to bring their problems 
to Ottawa with the reasonable 
expectation that they will be 
able to talk to someone who un¬ 
derstands them. 

Most of these changes repre¬ 
sent simple justice and are 
generally understood and ap¬ 
plauded in English Canada. But 


the pendulum is still swinging. 
And there are many people who 
fear that it may keep swinging 
to the point where obvious in¬ 
justices in the past might be ex¬ 
ceeded by even greater in¬ 
justices on the other side of the 
scale in the future. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

It is still theoretically possi¬ 
ble that a neutral position can 
be worked out which would be 
acceptable to both sides. But 
without some hard thinking 
and fast footwork, the 
prospects look bleak. We ap¬ 
pear headed for an explosion 
which would lead both sides to 
say; “ENOUGH.”

Good safety record 

Atomic power and votes 


"During the 20 years that 
commercial nuclear power has 
been a reality,” stat« Nelson 
S. Embrey of Babcock & 
Wilson Co., "no nuclear power 
plant has ever caused injury 
to the public as a result of a 
nuclear accident, and no 
member of the publlcJias ever 
been over-expoto to radiation 
from a nuclear power plant.” 

This assertion is at sharp 
variance with those who are 
working to prevent full-scale 
development of nuclear power. 
In fact, in some 20 states 
propositions will appear on the 
November election ballots to 
ban further construction of 
nuclear power plants, despite 
the defeat of an anti-nuclear 
power proposition in California 
last June. * 

The major opposition to 
nuclear power is tesed on the 
unproved claim that it is hazar¬ 
dous to human health.

The above claim of Embrey 
may appear biased because 
Babcock & Wilcox builds and 
installs most of the nuclear 
power plants in the United 
States. So, we decided to find 
out tbe facts for ourselves and 
spent an entire half-day touring 
the part of B&W facilities that 
makes the crucial component 
for nuclear power plants, the 
fuel core. 

B&W nuclear fuel plant 
manager E. J. Silk is a blunt, 
outsp^en person who defies 
the stereotype of a big business

bureaucrat. He is one of those 
highly skilled, self-made men 
who has intense pride in his 
competence. He sniffs in dis¬ 
dain at critics of nuclear power 
and tbe alleged^ety problems. 

"If the critics spent some 
time.” he tells you, "seeing the 
step-by-step process we main¬ 
tain here in building the 
nuclear fuel core for power 
plants, they might have to 
revise their not very well in¬ 
formed opinions about the 
safety of nuclear power plants. 
U anything is going to happen, 
it will happen in the nuclear 
fuel core. In fact, since 1970 
we have added 11,000 man 
hopes to safety; 40 per cent of 
tbe 10 working days that it 
takes to assemble one nuclear 
fjjel core is devoted to safety. 

“We like to think of our 
backup and check and recheck 
systems as making tbe entire 
system idiot-proof. Not even an 
idiot could ittake something go 
wrong.” 

The emphasis on safety ex¬ 
tends, Silk tells yqu, to the per¬ 
sonnel in his plant. If a worker 
’ in the B&W fuel plant begins to 
show fatigue, b^use of the 
need for strict attention to 
detail he is immediately 
transferred out. 

“No industry,” Silk said, 
"has the safety record we do. 
We think we are safer than tbe 


airlines, which is pretty safe.” 

What evidence we saw at 
B&W is supported by a 
National Science Foundation 
study published recently which 
compared the safety records of 
other energy industries. In 
deep-mined coal, four deaths 
and 8,770 man-days are lost 
each year to supply fuel for a 
1.000-megawatt generating 
station: strip mining of coal. 
2.6 deaths and 3,000 lost man- 
days; domestic petroleum, 0.35 
deaths and 3,610 man-days lost. 
♦ ★ ★ 

For nuclear power the 
average per year has been 0.15 
deaths and 270 lost workdays. 

Furthermore, Dr. Norman 
Rasmussen of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of 
Technology headed a team of 
47 American scientists and 
engineers in a two-year, $3 mil¬ 
lion study of nuclear reactor 
safety and their findings are 
truly impressive; 

"Nuclear accident 
probabilities are so low they 
are insignificant compared to 
the overall risks due to man¬ 
made and natural risks. All 
other accidents ... we have 
examined in this study are 
much more likely to occur and 
can have consequences com¬ 
parable to or greater than 
nuclear accidents.” 

In fact, the precise 
mathematical probability 
Rasmussen concludes is 300 
million to 1.

Portrait of Idi Amin 


An amusing, unsettling film 


Although the film. General 
Idi Amin Dada, was made by 
French director Barbet 
Schroeder, it is subtitled 
Autoportrait. It was 
authorized, in fact, by the 
Ugandan president, who 
reportedly kept control over 
what would be filmed and what 
would be included in the com¬ 
pleted movie. 

In a sense, the finished 
product recalls those excellent 
Fred Wiseman documentaries 
of a high school and a hospital 
and other institutions. Some of 
these films were praised by 
their subjects immediately 
upon completion, then 
denounced when the world at 
large responded negatively and- 
emphatically to their revela¬ 
tions. 

One wonders whether Presi¬ 
dent Amin would be pleased if 
he sat in a foreign theatre and 
saw himself, through 
Schroeder’s film, as others see 
him.

is never ferocious; it is calm 
and ironic. Judging from his 
face, gestures, and speech. 
President Amin seems most of 
the time to be enjoying some 
immensely funny private joke. 
Ihis would be all right if he 
weren't running a country. 

But he is. and here is an al¬ 
leged example of how he runs 
it; 

According to a recently 
published interview, with 
director Schroeder, General 
Amin wanted some 75 seconds 
cut from the movie. When Mr. 
Schoeder resisted this request, 
the' president rounded up 150 
French residents of the 
Ugandan capital and 
threatened to kill them. 

Needless to say, Mr. 
Schroeder capitulated in this 
most bizarre episode in the 
history of film editing. 

In the picture. President 
Amin himsHf Is likely to res¬ 
pond with uproarious laughter 


rather than reasoned defence 
when confronted with some of. 
his own past practices and 
statements. And some of those 
acts and words seem 
astonishing. 

President Amin is the man 
who congratulated Richard 
Nixon upon tbe latter’s resigna¬ 
tion. and insists to the movie 
camera that Mr. Nixon fell 
only when he tried to "export” 
Watergate to Uganda. 

General Amin has expres¬ 
sed admiration for Adolf 
Hitler’s extermination 
policies, virtually applauded 
the Olympic Village killings in 
Munich, farced tbe deportation 
of tens of thousands of Aslans 
from Uganda to Great Britain, 
and so forth. 

Personally, President Amin 
is obviously a charmer. He 
delightedly takes vlctary over 
his aides (surprise!) in a swim¬ 
ming race. He jovially plays 
accordion at a dance (and is 


credited with the movie’s 
music). He floats down a river 
in a boat and clearly loves the 
beauty of his leafy realm. 

But mostly he smiles ever so 
slyly at that private joke of his. 
And sometimes he goes public 
with it. 

He gleefully informs us that 
"350 million piles’’ in the 
U.S. are terrified of him 
because he is so “strong.” He 
sounds downright achoolmar- 
mish when addressing a 
meeting of cabinet ministers; 
"Anyone who misses three 
meetings without good excuse, 
is out of the government!” 

Some viewers find all this 
highly amusing, others find it 
deeply unsettling. Both reac¬ 
tions are appropriate. 

Although this film is a 
documentary authorized by its 
subject, it reveals and alludes 
to more quirks, flaws, and hor¬ 
rors than most seU-portralts 
would dream of aDowing. 
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I’VE GOT A HOUSE, you’ve got a house, all God's 
children should have a house — hut they don't and their 
chances o( getting one rate roughly the same odds as Jack 
OavS' being the keynote speaker at the B.C Fed annual 
meeting 

'House prices in Victoria have taken a slight drop in re¬ 
cent months, hut not enough to help the thousands of young 
newlyweds who search In vain for that vine-covered cottage 

— that start newlyweds must get. There is hardly anything 
on the market at less than 9411,0(10. which means crippling 
mortgages even if they can come up with a ten grand down 
payment. 

THE HOUSING CRISIS must rate as one of the blackest 
marks against government in Canada today. The mortgage 
Interest rates run roughly 12 per cent, which Is damned well 
usurious, back-breaking and if We k)ok at the example of the 
United States, unnecessary. 

The money market baffles me anyway, but I can't quite 
get it through my thick head why interest rates can not be 
correlated to a much greater degree between the two 
countries than they are at present. If it means depositors^get- 
tlng less interest in order to bring down mortgage lending 
rates, then do It. Surely the difference is all the banks are 
concerned with, and as long as they make that difference, all 
should be well with their world. 

THE ROUTINE of the day for young marrleds looking 
lor a house to buy — a house somewhere close to their means 

— is the reading of the classified sections and it must 
become a desperate chore. They live on the off<hance of 
finding something that, doesn't ask an arm and a leg In 
return. Theirs is the unrewarding search for the needle in the 
haystack. 

This past weekend I perused a whole section of a Florida 
newspaper — the housing ads in the Tampa Tribune Times 
and Uie conclusion is inescapable — we in Canada are being 
dunned in a most despicable manner. The ads are enough to 
make any young couple head for the nearest immigration of¬ 
fice In the hopes of getting landed immigrant status In the 
Excited States. 

TRY THIS ONE on for size. 

A development called Deerfield park, six different 
models from which to choose — price range from $21,900 to 
$29^90. Down payments — veterans, $M. conventional, 
$1,090. Interest rates from 5tk to 71k per cent. 

There are two- and three-bedroom models and they In¬ 
clude-. Lot coats and complete fencing and landscaping. 
puMtc water and sewers, concrete patio, shag carpeting, 
Tappan range and oven, Tappan garbage disposal, extra- 
heavy insulation. The picture of the one model, incidentally, 
showed a very classy looking home. 

Another development called Cherry Creek — more ex¬ 
pensive. 

A MODEL THEY CALL the Madison - three bedrooms, 
two full baths, family room, two'^car garage — $39,900 with a 
T'.k per cent conventional mortgage. 

Here's another. Lake Padgett, a garden patio home 
development — not a condominium, not a townhouse. but 
separate houses on smaller lots. One bedroom. $19,490. two 
bedroom, $23,400. Fully-applianced kitchens including self- 
cleaning range and oven, garbage disposal and dishwasher. 
Yards fully landscaped and complete with underpound 
sprinkler system. Automatic garage door opener and air con¬ 
ditioning. V 

As for condominiums and townhouses. the pages were 
full of them at prices starting as low as $19,000. 

I DOUBT YOU CDULD buy a condominium in the Vic¬ 
toria area for much less than $31,000, and a townhouse would 
probably bring at least $34,000. 

Obviously land Is the one big killer in that the average 
housing lot today Is worth In the very rich neighborhood of 
$30,000. If you can build at less than $X a square foot you're 
doing well. And as stated earlier, if yol can grab off a 
mortgage at Ick than 12 per cent, grab while the grabbing is 
good. 

Therefore, living in the major areas of Canada — 
Halifax. Toronto, Ottawa. Hamilton, Winnipeg, Edmonton, 
Calgary. Vancouver and Victoria — has become an exorbi¬ 
tant. crunching "privilege.” 

SOMETHING WENT WRONG with our system. The 
basic need of housing has been escalated to a vicious degree 
and In many instances, escalated completely out of reach. 

Nobody seems to have the answer insofar as land costs 
are concerned, nobody has the answer insofar as building 
costs are concerned. But surely there must be avenues open 
to the federal government to reduce the cost of borrowing 
the necessary money. The present 12 per cent is totally unac¬ 
ceptable. Canadians should be able to receive mortgage 
money at no more than nine per cent and if it takes govern¬ 
ment decree to straighten out the banking system, then that 
government decree is long overdue. 

If it can be done in Florida — if It can be done in the State 
of Washington — we must do it in Canada as well. 
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Successful strikes rare

There was an impassioned plea by Maryland's Sen.

"That brown bag had its imperfections." he 
acknowledged. "Some kids carried roast beef, others had 
peanut butter. I ha.ve no way of knowing if all those brown 
bags contained 'nutritionally adequate diets,’ but .l do know 
those brown bags and those lunch pails symbolized parental 
love and responsibility.” 

Do you know what my kids cailed all that parental love 
and responsibility. Senator? Leftovers. And they traded 
them at lunchtime for a breath mint and a picture of Johnny 
Bench. I gave some of the best years of my life threading 
toothpicks into little napkins and transplanting raisin eyes to 
little circles of bread only to see the same lunch in a solid 
state when the kid clean^ oat his locker at the end of the 
year. 

Just when it seemed I was at last to be replaced by the 
school hot lunch, my husband derided to brpwn bag it. 

I didn’t take packing his lunch seriously until one day 
through the mail I received a 30-page cookbook on packing 
lunches facetiously called. How To Make It In The Sack, and 
authored by Jane George. 

I thumbed through it to read such practical luncheon sug¬ 
gestions as papaya stuffed with chicken salad (we didn’t 
serve anything that fancy at the wedding) and shish kebabs 
of cold roast beef, cherry tomatoes and marinated 
mushrooms. 

"She's xidding,” I said slapping a piece of bologna 
between two slices of frozen bres^. Then I read a chapter 
where she really got my attention. "One lazy day you hear 
that some gorgeous girl with deep cleavage oas slithered into 
his office for work and they hired her!

Albondigas soup anyone? 


Your paper reports that a 
group studying drug use and Its 
relation to crime has dis¬ 
covered that the addicted are 
responsible for nearly half the 
robberies in Vancouver. Con¬ 
sidering what we ought ts know 
about the subject so far. this is 
not a surprising conclusion. We 
could probably paper all the 
legal institutions in the land 
with reports of this kind, but 
we still flounder about in a 
state of frustration, apfiarently 
not daring to come face to face 
with thp problem in case we 
have to act 

The behavior of our courts 
and leaders gives little hope 
that we may be able to d^l 
with the mesk. In (Quebec a 
man Is prosecuted three times 
for the same crime and though 
acquitted twice may find 
himself In court again. On the 
other hand a heroin pedlar may 
get three years at a physical 
standard of living better than 
many honest citizens can af-, 
ford. A judge in B.C. rules that 
12 men who refused to obey a 
court order to return to work 
were not guilty of contempt, 
because, by the time a charge 
was brought forward, they had 
returned to work. Next we will 
have a judgment releasing a 
bank robber because at the 
time of being charged be had 
decided to specialize on service 
stations. 

Punishment, we are told, is 
uncivilized. Rehabilitation of 
the criminal is the important 
thing and deterrence d^ not 
exist. Anyhow it is society's 
fault that the individual 
becomes a criminal in the first 
place. Punishment may be 
anything it is named but, u^ 
properly, it is effective. (Con¬ 
vincing the sleazy creep who 
gets your thirteen-year-old 
mainlining heroin that be needs 
rehabilitation may be difficult 
The way may be opened into 
his maggoty reasoning if he 
loses some of his precious hide. 

A good many saints and useful 
citizens have been made by a 
very necessary trip to the 
woodshed, and if society is at 
fault and creates criminals it is 
because society shrugs off the 
problem and does not accept its 
responsibility by acting. 

Our general divorce from 
reality is incredible. Someone 
who knew his human beings (I 
wish I could remember his . 
name because he deserves the 
credit) said, "The only thing 
we learn from history is that 
we never learn anything from 
history.” Permissiveness has 
become the most monumental 
flop in social experimenting, 
but we stay with it, encouraged 
by the John Youngs, who insist 
that the same medicine in 
larger doses is. what is needed 
to cure the hangover. 

We have become so afraid' 
of doing the wrong thing that 
we permit ourselves to be ter¬ 
rorized by idiots. We also give 
them space in the media and 
televis^ interviews. Joe Mor¬ 
ris ... suddenly becomes the 
reincarnation of Solon and his 
opinions are sought on subjects 
concerning which be only has 
prejudices — no knawle(lge at 
all. John Young, our loc^ at¬ 
tempt to return to Socrates, 
rants endlessly about our dis¬ 
graceful treatment of students, 
but never once have I seen a 
word of his about what should 
be done, except in such general 
terms that no one could make 
head or tall of his arguments 

It is time (hat we accepted 
the fact that if we oppose 
crime, whether committ^ by 
a Juvenile or an adult, we are 
not about to make much 
progress if we keep insisting 
that all forceful punishment is 
ineffective because of the 
harm it may do. If someone 
strikes you in anger there is a 
lot to the contention that you 
can make him ashamed by 
turning the other cheek. We 
haven't enough cheeks to 
change the criminally-oriented 
mind. 

When the police, in despair, 
say there is nothing the law can 
do to a ten-year-old who has at¬ 
tempted to bum down a school 
and a manse, when a youthful 


arson png in Victoria, respon¬ 
sible mr fires causing about 
$230,0(10 damage, is charged 
with nothing, it would appear 
that it is about time we stuped 
listening to the sobbing psy¬ 
chiatrists (at $100 per hour) 
and tried some old-fashioned, 
quick, clean, Inwpensive 
spanking.

To Glerek’s face, Baluka. as tSpo-recorded, read out a 
list of strikers’ demands which included cancellatkin of food 
price Increases, democratic elections within the shipyard 
and the trade union, no reprisals, honest information about 
the economy of the diipyard and of the country geneially and 
puhlicatlon of accurate facts about the strike In t to iasws ^ 
media. 

In reply Gierek Identified himself with the strikers’ in¬ 
terests and pointed out that be had been a coal miner for II 
years himself. 

”I am one of you,” he said. This was beard In silence but 
when he accepted that police outrages must be stooped while 
dismissing most of hundreds of alleged outrages^as 
“nonsense” and "fatty tales” the meeting began to get 
restive. 

Barracking heightened when he insisted that the way to 
higher living standards was Increased production, and a 
strike was the opposite of this 

When he categorically refused to withdraw the food 
price increases, the meeting bowled him down completely. 
He tried to shout "work Is the answer” but it was the strike 
leader Baluka who pacified the meeting and persuaded it to 
let Gierek continue. 

"It was not that I favored Gierek,” he says now. "I had 
been awake for three nights and days, was very sleepy and 
just wanted to get the meeting over. So far as I am con¬ 
cerned, Gierek is just a Soviet stooge. He Is a very able 
politician but he is not a true Polish leader.” 

Over such matters as free elections, free Information 
and no reprisals,. Gierek seemed to tfe himself Into 
ideological knots, largely accepting the strikers’ demands 
but with quaimcatlons. 

For the rest of the nine hours striker after striker 
mounted the rostrum to put his. complaints tq Gierek. A 
tjqrical remark: "I fought in the war for freejiom, not for 
Soviet chains.” There were complaints about politicians' 
salaries and cars. ' 

In response to Gierek's appeals, the workers called btf 
their strike. "But he and other leaders were spat at 
afterwards by'some workers who thought he had given in too 
easily,” says Baluka. After further disorders In Poland, 
however, Gierek did withdraw the food price Increases. 

Describing the strike organization, Baluka said this post 
week that It bad nothing to do with the official communist- 
organized trade union but had its origins the previous July In 
a 39etrong engineering department of which he sras once 
foreman and unofficial shop steward. He managed to get a 
pay raise for his workers, after a small strike, and this 
caused the whole yard to look to bis leadership. 

^entuallyjie headed a committee of 40, representing all 
departments; and this continued to maintain a measure of 
control over the yard for a time even after the strike was 
over. Thus there were no security men to stop Baluka taking 
the precious tapes home, where he copied them on his son's 
recorder. 

Two years ago Baluka escaped (his word) to the West 
and, via the Canary Islands, settled in Britain. He thinks it 
possible, but is not sure, that the police facilitated his 
"escape” as a means of getting him out of the way. 

The journey was preceded by months of anguished discus¬ 
sion with his wife who, with his children, he had to leave 
behind. He hopes that one day they will rejoin him but cannot 
envisage the present regime ever allowing them to do so. 

He himself would return to Poland only if It ceased to be 
"a Soviet-occupied country.” 

“What kind of economic system a free Poland would 
have. I do not know.” he says. "But whatever it was. It could 
never be called by the word ‘socialism’ — that word is hated 
too much.”

JOHAN.VESBLTIG (AP) — 
Fear pervades white-ruled 
South Africa as never before. 

After months of black riots 
and strikes, some white South 
Africans are looking for new 
homes abroad. Others are 
buying guns and digging in. 

"We have completely sold 
out.” .said a Cape Towti gun 
dealer. "People are panic 
buying. Their requirements 
have included shotguns, auto- 
matks,'ravolvan. riflM and 
even hunting knives. 

"Most of the buyers 
expressed a genuine fear at 
the unrest that is sweeping 
the (Cape) Peninsula and said 
they wese arming themselves 
for protection." 

The upheavals in the segre¬ 
gated black townships since 
June have taken itiore than 
.lU) lives and injured more 
than 2.0(X). the casualties 
being almost all black. 
Though tlie violence has eased 
recently, it has left deep ra¬ 
cial bitterness and distrust 
among the 16 million blacks, 
four million whites and Z7 
million mi.xed race and Asian 
people who make up South 
Africa. 

Whites fear the violence will 
resume. This is pimcluated by 
isolated cases of flre-bomlv 
ings In while shopping areas, 
militant speeches by black 


leaders and a general sense 
uncase. 

The situation in neighboring 
Rhodesia, where black rule in 
two years or sharply escalat¬ 
ed guerrilla warfare now ai>- 
pear inevitable, has also 
caused concern in South Afri¬ 
ca, the most powerful bastion 
of while supremacy on the 
continent. 

Nor was there any joy for 
South African whites when 
IT s. State fiecretary Henry 
Kissinger, during his peace 
mission in southern Africa, 
met with a group* of black 
leaders In Pretoria to un¬ 
derline U.S. opposition to 
Sooth .Africa's racial separa¬ 
tion policies.

compared with a net gain of 
i.510 for the same period last 
year. l.,ast month, Rhodesia 
lost 1,320 whites and attracted 
611 new settlers. This con¬ 
trasted to August. 1975. whMi 
1.190 whites left and 903 ar¬ 
rived. Rhodesia has a potnila- 
lion of about 270,000 whites 
and six million blacks. 


OTTAWA (CP) — . An 
RCMP wiretap of court house 
telephones used by lawyers in

RCMP to "indicate voluntari¬ 
ly" that the tapes would be 
destroyed, but an RCMP 
spokesman indicated that 
other investigations were in 
progress. He would not com¬ 
ment further. 

Fox said client-lawyer con¬ 
versations were protected by 
law. 

Conversation.-? picked up on 
the Shunock wiretap cannot 
be used directly as evidence 
against other persons nol in¬ 
volved in the Shunock inves¬ 
tigation. However, Shunock's 
lawyer, David Humphrey, 
said they could tip off police 
and result, in other investiga¬ 
tions.

A Victoria psychiatrist tes¬ 
tified Tuesday a 26-year-old 
woman wt» leaped from the 
second floor roof garden of 
Eric Marlin Institute was 
“desperately trying to es¬ 
cape.*’ 

Dr. Pierre d’Eslrube was 
giving evidence in the second 
day of a negligence action 
brought by Theresa Anne 
Worth against Royal Jubilee 
>{ o s p i t a 1. Dr. Alexander 
Stewart, Dr. Diane Grant and 
n urse Peggy Galllmore. 

'liiCsa Worth leaped from the 
second floor roof gardw Nov. 
2, 1973, when she was 23. 
breaking her back and para¬ 
lysing both legs. 

(A headline on The Cokv 
nist’s report Tuesday of the 
Worth-Royal Jubilee Hospital 
negligence trial wa.s In error 
in stating “Still in hospital 
after 1973 leap.” 

(Miss Worth Is not in hospi¬ 
tal and is attending the court 
case.) 

D’Estrutoe said she ‘Very 
definitely” was not intending 
suicide but escape — “the 
very opposite to suicide.” 

She thought she might 
break a leg but considered 
that *‘a small price to pay to 
get out of there.” 

D’E.'itnibe, who became her 
psychiatrist a year ago, 
agreed in cross-examination 
11»t his conclusions depended 
on the reliatnlity of what she 
told him and agreed she had 
told him she had thought the 
roof garden was at ground 
level. 

He said she had been depen¬ 
dent on a particular brand <rf 
sleeping pills but with her as¬ 
sistance and that of a genera! 
practitioner. Dr. John Hig¬ 
gins, “we were successful” in 
ending the addiction. 

Of her iump. he told Mr. 
Justice Kirke Smith of B.C, 
Supreme Court that her expe¬ 
riences in Eric Martin Insti¬ 
tute. the psychiatric wing of 
Roval Jubilee, were contrary 
to her vie%v of reality and she 
had the “terrifying thought of 
insanity.” 

He said fear of insanity was 
a “very frequent concern” by 
people, e^'en outside hospitals, 
and could arouse “tremen¬ 
dous tension, panic, terror” 
which would impel her toward 
trving to escape. 

She was suffering fi^om 
"distorted thinking" but when 
this was exaggerated in a set¬ 
ting such as a psychiatric 
wai^ it “can make a person’s 
behavior totally unconnected 
with realitj'.” 

D’Estrube also gave a blis¬ 
tering criticism of treatment 
centres being housed in large 
buildings. 

He mentioned Riverview 
Hospital, the provincial insti¬ 
tution near Vancouver, and 
said size was a key factor in 
all kinds of man-made compli¬ 
cations. 

He described this as an 
“unrealistic concept.” treat¬ 
ing people in large institu¬ 
tions. but in Riverview’s case 
“maybe we have to live” \vith 
it because all the staff and pa¬ 
tients couldn’t be discharged 
overnight. 

But then planners started to 
repeat the Riverview mistake 
by constnicting the Eric Mar^ 
tin Institute in Victoria, 
opened In 1970 and named 
after a one-time Social Credit 
health minister. 

D’Estrube said a “retro¬ 
grade facility” was being im¬ 
posed which he found “very 
disturbing” and he j?poke out 
at the time, saying the institu¬ 
tion shouldn’t be built at all. 

“I did everything I could to 
•nrevent this from happening 
but it was relentless ... 
backed by a lot of (political 
pressure.” he said. 

He believed most psychia¬ 
trists thought it was ino big a 
building and modifications 
were made when it was built 
but “then we were licked." 

He said It was a “fun¬ 
damental mistake to central¬ 
ize as many people under <me 
roctf. It was so obvious we 
were In for trouble.”

A CNR spokesman in Van¬ 
couver said that it was likely, 
however, that a recommen¬ 
dation would go in to Ottawa 
within a month or two regard¬ 
ing the propertyr as part of a. 
team study on the do<^$ here. 

The closedown, which 
comes after 16 yeare of opera¬ 
tion here by the prqirie grain 
firm, Vvlll eliminate 36 jobs at 
the elevator and five more In¬ 
volved with the rail car 
aspects of the op«*ation. The 
26 elevator workers are not 
union members. 

Alberta Wheat Pool said in 
a press release titat the com¬ 
pany "will provide pension 
and generous re-location as¬ 
sistance” to Victoria em¬ 
ployees. 

The CNR added that its five 
employees would be holding 
discussions with the company 
as to their future. 

Also affected is the barging 
operation between Victoria 
and Vancouver. The CNR 
hauls boxcars of grain from 
Ihe Vancouver terminals 
aboard the barge Greg Yorke 
for unloading Into the elevator 
and deepsea ships call to then 
haul it to foreign ports. 

Victoria city council 
expressed shock and surprise 
at the announcement. Mayor 
Michael Young said the city 
had been assured about two 
years ago that the elevator 
would remain in operation for 
at least another '20 years. 

Council decided to withhold 
any official comment until the 
city knows exactly what plans 
there are for the property. 

The Wheat Pool announce¬ 
ment said upgrading of safety 
standards at the elevator was 
the prime reason for the clo¬ 
sure. General manager J. W. 
Madill said in an Interview 
from Calgary that the eleva¬ 
tor was “perfectly safe’* as it 
stands but new standards 
would require such improv^ 
ments as covered electric 
motors, a sprinkler system, 
dust control systems, alarm* 
and inter-locking swUches. 

Madill added that if the im¬ 
provements weren't made, 
the company would find it dif¬ 
ficult if not impossible to ob¬ 
tain insurance. 

“But there's another fac¬ 
tor,” he added. "It would cost 
a lot more to improve the ca¬ 
pacity of the operation. In 
other words, doubling the 
amount of grain that we could 
move out would not be possi¬ 
ble because of the bargtns 
limitations and for that rea¬ 
son I doubt if any other com¬ 
pany would be willing to take 
over the grain elevator.” ' 
Madill said that he didn’t 
know whether it was new fed¬ 
eral or provincial regulations 
that were being imposed on 
the operation. 

Last winter the federal gov¬ 
ernment staged an investiga¬ 
tion into safety standards at 
West Coast grain terminals 
following an explosion and 
fire that killed five workers 
and caused $8 million worth 
of danMge in the Pool’s Van¬ 
couver terminal. 

Dr. W. D. L. Finn, dean of 
the department of applied 
acience at the University of 
B.C. conducted that Investiga¬ 
tion and part of it was held 
here. TTie terminal here was 
commended for its "good 
housekeeping” practices at 
the time. 

Finn, however, has yet to 
submit his findings to the fed¬ 
eral government and Madill 
said that the company deci¬ 
sion was not based on it. 

- Since Alberta Wheat Pool 
bought the elevator in 1960, it 
has had up and down stxxess 
with it. The first year it han¬ 
dled about six million bushels 


and this figure grradually rose 
to 12 million by 1967. Then the 
figure difiped again to a low 
of six _mUiion in the 19^70 
cix^i year and bounced back 
in the next threg years ti> 
about 10 million. PCX' the last 
two • crop years the figure 
again has retreated to the six- 
million Irv'cl. 

.\ncl those were the good 


years, comparatively speak¬ 
ing. The elevator stood empty 
through 10 depression years, 
.■x>m 1928 to 1938. It did 
a bit of business between 1939 
and 1942 but was Inoperative 
and used only Jor com 
storage by a U.S. firm until 
IM9 and no grain moved 
through its bins again until 
1953. 


The city was a major 
pusher the grain terminal 
from as far back as 1964. The 
c-ouncil of the day, under 
Mayor Carl Pendray, set up a 
scheme whereby the grain el¬ 
evator. a woollen factory and 
a cold stiN^e plant would be 
established in the Outer 
Wharf area. The woiillen fac¬ 


tory eventually went under 
and the cold storage plant will 
be all that remains in opera¬ 
tion after Dec*. 31. It is now 
the Victoria branch of B.C. 
Packers. 

The elevator was built cxlgi- 
Tially by Smith Brothers and 
Wilson of Vancouver for Pan¬ 
ama Pacific Grain Terminals 
Ltd. but was acquired by the 


city in 1938 on a quit claim 
and it to(A over a $419,000' 
debt. In 1953 the city sold it to 
K.,A. Powell (Pacific) Ltd. 
for $202,500. 

During its busier period in 
the last 20 years, a 
200.(l00-bushcl addition was 
considered but never formally 
acted upon by a succ'essidn of 
owners. 


Sidney decision to purchase 
alderman’s artifacts ‘touchy’

Sidney Mayor Peter Mal¬ 
colm has misgivings about his 
council's decision to spend up 
to $10,000 on a collection of In¬ 
dian artifacts from The Bar¬ 
gain House, a Sidney antique 
store owned by Sidney aider- 
man and finance chairman 
Gib Baal. 

Malcolm said Tuesday that 
Baal’s proposed 6ale of the 
collection to council is "a 
touchy subject.” 

"Baal, in effect, would prof¬ 
it from a transaction dealing 
with the town,” Malcolm said. 

Baal told the Cblonist Tues¬ 
day he bought the Mason col¬ 
lection on behalf of his store 
for “several thousands of dol¬ 
lars.” Baal also owns the 
Brentwood Bargain Bam. 

Baal is holding the collet- 
titm until council makes a 
final authorization of pay¬ 
ment. At the Bargain House 
the collection was selling for 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Council plans to place the 
collection In the Sidney muse¬ 
um. 

.Malcolm said from his 
home Tuesday he was per¬ 
sonally oppos^ to buying the 
collection because of Baal's 
involvement in the sale. He 
also said that, if purchased, it 
unuld cost the municipality 
between $6,000 and $10,000. 

”We shouldn't spend the 
taxpayers’ money to pad our 
museum.” he said. "Council 
members arc not paid to buy 
antiques for the museum. We 
have a couple of hot-shot mu¬ 
seums nearby. and we 
shouldn't start competing 
with them." 

Baal withdrew from discus¬ 
sion on the Mason collection 
Monday night in council and 
didn’t vote an the matter. 

Council voted to ask North 
Saanich to join it In buying 
the collection from The Bar¬ 
gain House. 

.Council made purcliase of 
the collection subject to a()- 
praisal by the Provincial Mu- 
scum. However, the muse¬ 


um's assistant ethnology 
director, Alan Hoover, said 
Tuesday that it isn’t museum 
policy to give atH>raisals. 

Baal bought the collection 
from Jim Mason of Sidney, 
and said it was comprised of 
original items and "junk that 
Jim Mason picked up ov^* 
the last 10 years or so from 
auctions.” 

The Bargain House, which 
used to be a livery stable, was 
started by Mason’s father, J<v 
seph. in 1968. Baal has owned 
the store for several years 
and the Mason collection is 
not ccainected with that pur¬ 
chase. 

"It was a second-hand 
store,” Mason said. "We trad¬ 
ed (hipped and cracked china 
to the Indians on Vancouver 
Island to use in their pot- 
lat(}hes. In return we got 
sweaters." 

Mason, whose hobby is col¬ 
lecting antiques, especially 
guns, said his parents also 
traded heaters, stoves, and 
shovels to the Indians on the 
Island, in exchange for Indian 
goxis. 

Mason said that one basket 
in the collection bought by 
Baal was (mce worth $1. and 
now is worth $400 or $500. 

Both director Edwards and 
assistant ethnology director 
Hoover were unaware of the 
existence of the Mason collec¬ 
tion. Director of ethnology 
Peter Macnair was out of 
town and could not be 
reached. 

Baal said Tuesday that two 
small totem poles in the 
Mason collection have an es¬ 
timated value of $1,000 each. 

Baal said Mason had been 
in touch with the Provincial 
Museum about buying the col¬ 
lection, "but they wouldn't 
pay the price, and I was will¬ 
ing to pay.” 

"It's an excellent Invest¬ 
ment.” he added. "It in¬ 
creases in value each year. I 
know one - I(x:al man who has 
made himself a millionaire by 
selling artifacts in the eastern 
U.S. Artifacts are the in thing, 
now.’’

Chamber won’t support 
anti-inflation program 


MONTREAL (CP) — In 
what it admitted was mainly 
a propt^anda move, the Ca¬ 
nadian Chamber' of Com¬ 
merce withdrew Its support 
from the current anti-inflation 
prc^ram Tuesday. 

Chamber executive-director 
Sam Hughes said delegates to 
the annual convention do not 
want to see the program dis- 
appear because "that would 
be destnjctive,’* 

"We are not complaining 
about the administration of 
the anti-intlation board but 
rather the rules under which 
it must function,” he told a 
news conference. 

The resolution, approved by 
all but a few delegates, says 
the Chamber cannot continue 
to support the program “as 
currently structured.” and 
this, said Hughes, "throws it 
right back to the department 
of finance.” 

‘‘CuhlDs on profits are 
wTong.” he said. "Profits are 
not inflationary.” 

One delegate compared the 
resolution to "chicken soup.” 

“It sure is not going to hurt 
anyone,” Winnipeg delegate 
Ralph rang said. 

A dissenting Ottawa dele¬ 
gate said he was in favor of 
supporting the program be¬ 
cause inflation was down to 
eight per cent. "Clearly, 
something has woriced," John 
Hamilton said. 

A resolution calling for an 
end to the anti-inflation mea¬ 
sures by April 1 was defeated. 

Hughes said the inclusion of 
a deadline was rejected be¬ 
cause. the Chamber still has 
no infomnaticm as to the gov¬ 
ernment’s plans for the post 
anti-inflation board period. 

The Chamber wants a new 
structure for the program 
which would put the onus for 
I'estraint not just on business 
but on government and labor 
as well, he said. 

Despite its withdrawal of 
fiuw>ort. compliance with 
the current measures con¬ 
tinues. 

"We w-ant the program 
amended,” Hughes said. "We 
do not w^t it to break 
down.”

"The business community is 
making no recommendation 
that anything outside the law 
be done and recommends that 
people continue to co¬ 
operate.”

"What none of us know is 
what impact your efforts will 
have,” he told reporters. 
"Unless tliere is a ground- 
swell of pressure,” it will have 
no impact. 


Pepin: It’s contradictory 


OTTAWA (CP) —; Anti- 
inflation board chairman ^ean- 
Luc Pepin said Tuesday he 
was surprised to see the 
Canadian Chamber of Com¬ 
merce withdraw its suj^rt 
from the federal government 
wage-and-price pit^ram. 

The chamber, at a Montreal 
meeting Tuesday, said in a 
resolution it cannot cemtinue 
to back the anti-inflation pro¬ 
gram as now structured. 

"I’m surprised to see the 


chamber talcing away its sup¬ 
port in this relatively mild 
way when a month ago they 
were chastising the Canadian 
Labor Congress for not supf- 
porting it,” Pepin said in an 
intemew. 

"It's a bit cOTtradictory.” 

Pepin said the government 
had announced changes to 
regulations Sept. 7 which 
would allow most companies 
to 'benefit from investment 
credits and would provide for 


den in the fight against infla¬ 
tion. 

He said the "name of the 
game” in the program was to 
provide for equal distribuf 
of inccaweniences.

B.C. ivon’t be leader 
says council survey 


VANCOUVER (CP) — In¬ 
stead of leading the economic 
recovery as forecast by 'The 
Conference Board in C^ada, 
British Columbia will lag be¬ 
hind the national average, 
William Hamilton, president 
of the Employers OHincil of 
B.C, said Monday. 

He told the Retail (iJouncil of 
Canada that a survey by his 
council shows a dismal out¬ 
look for the second half of 
1976 in B.C. 

He said nine per cent of 
B.C. businessmen surveyed 


expect an upturn !in the econ¬ 
omy, 75 per cent expect condi¬ 
tions to remain the same and 
16 per cent expect things to 
get worse. 

In addition. 96 per cent of 
survey respondents expect

Norton on Tuesday night and 
retained his MOrid heavy-* 
w'eight championship. 

The .^Vyear-old All. some¬ 
times floating like the butter¬ 
fly he has bragged about, 
other times stinging like a bee 
with solid jabs and shmt right 
leads, seemed to control the 
tempo from the outset al¬ 
though Norton kept moving 
forward and landed' the 
harder pundies. 

Ah even resorted to the 
^ope-a^lG|)e defefice he used 
when he wrestied (he ttije 
away from (^eoige Foreman. 

Ibere was only one thing he 
did not do. He did not daatroy 
Norton as he predicted he 
would do. 

R^eree Arthur Mercanle 
scored the fi^t 8-6-1 for Ali 
while judges Harold Leder- 
man and Barney Smith each 
had It 8-7 for AU. 

Ihe Associated Press had it 
84 for (he champion. 

Norton now has gone 39 
tough rounds with the man 
who proclaims himself the 
greatest fighter all time. 
Ihe only tfdng he has to show 
for it is one victory, some 
good paydays and a idght of 
frustration. 

The defeat probably wrote 
an end to Norton's bmdng ca¬ 
reer. At 31, movies seem to be 
more in his future than fights. 

AU, who predicted the fi^t 
would not go more than five 
rounds, came out fflat-fboted, 
gunning for power. His best 
weapons in the first six 
roui^ were short right 
hands, many of them leads. 

But Norton gave as good as 
he got end after eight rounds 
it seemed to be anybody’s 
fight 

Then, in the ninth, AU came 
out dancing and jabbing and 
the jrt> was effective. The 
champion also shook Norton 
with a left-right-left to the 
head in die round which 
ended with Norton scoring a 
s<did right to the head. 

In the 10th, Ali was dancing 
end Jabbing again and Norton 
couldn’t do anything about it.

And AU remained effective 
with his left hand ri^t to the 
final bell, although he missed 
more in (he fin^ 12 minutes 
than he had for most of the 
fight. 

Ibe 15th round ended with 
Norton, weighing 217H. bull¬ 
ing the 221-pound Ali into a 
neutral comer and scoring 
with several hard punches to 
the head and body. 

Bben the final bell rang, 
Norton had a look of jubila¬ 
tion on his face. 

But when he left the ringa 
few minutes later, there were 
tears in his eyes. 

The victory enabled Ali (o

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A $3 4aU collecting licence, plus a $3 saimonid enhance- 
ment stamp, similar to the waterfowl stamps issajcd in Alber¬ 
ta. could be one method o( easing objections from salmon 
fishermen about the r>roposed saltwater fishing licence. 

The 35 licence proposal has brought mixed reaction from 
•ports fishermen. 

One of the main N^xu ries has been that they want to make 
aure their money goea towards enhancement of the .salmon 
stocks they fish. 

Assistant deputy minister Ken Lucas, of t>ivlit>n!nent 
Canada, responsible for federal fisheries, niarine seixice.s 
and small craft harbors, assuird Vietpria fishermen at a 
meeting thijr month that all his department reejuired was $2 a 
licence to administer a data collecting licence. 

lie said the extra $3 was suggested by s[iorts fishermen 
who want to ensure the proposed S300 to $400 million sal- 
monid enchancement program include.^ enhancement for the 
stocks of fish sports fishermen catch. 

Lucas, at that time, said he would be prepared to publi}4) 
an accounting of how' the enhancement m<mey is spent to 
benefit spi>rts fishermen. 

But. sports fishermen in the Victwia area still are not al¬ 
together sold. They now fear that federal fisheries might 
build up a bigger bureeurcracy to administer and ]>oiice the 
new licence plan 

We throw out the enhancement stamp idea as a means to 
clear the air ... to actually separate the cost of data 
collecting and the money to go toward* sports fish enhance¬ 
ment. 

We wouldn't be too alarmed if the enhancement stamp 
propoaaj were changed to an enhancement pundward or fish 
tag system, where an angler paid so much towards enhance¬ 
ment for so many salmon tags or punches. If he wanted to 
catch more fish, he would pay for another enhancement card. 
Under that system the n^ore salmon a sports anger caught, 
the mwe he would be inspij*ed to contribute towards 
hancement. 

I am an favor of the proposed high fees for non-Canadian 
•almon anglers —- $15 for a liemee and $10 fbi' a punchcaid. 

Our Vancouver Island tourist industry ha* been too badly 
hit already, .without another heavy tax on visitoi's . . . and I 
don't think they abuse our fishing privileges as much as some 
people claim. There are some that do. but they are few. 
Whatever would they do with all those salmon? It ^ simple to 
limit how much canned salmon they can take home. 

When we fish Washington State all we have to do is walk 
Into a *ports goods store <»* marina and pick up a free punch- 
card, There is no charge. 

This is not really the sports fishermen's battle . . . and I 
cannot understand why resort curators and tourist bureeus 
haven’t entered the controversy. 

A sports fishing salmon licence is coming for sure, and I 
think it will be in force for next fiscal year —1977-78. 

If you have idea* put them across now. 

And that is just what the Victoria Fi^ and Game Qi^ 
plans to do. Its Oct. 18 meeting will be devoted to formation 
ot a policy on salmon sports fishing licences . . . and club 
members have already expressed a variety ot ideas. 

Some think they should only pay the $2 data collecting li¬ 
cence. Others approve the $5 licence, including S3 for en¬ 
hancement. 

But. they all accept the idea, which Lucas [Mopoeed. of a 
department centre vrithin Pacific Area federal fisheries, 
made up personnel who will be responsible for the welfare 
of sports fishermen, and nothing else. 

Fish and game members have stated the opinion that if 
in the future there is a necessity of putting more sports fish¬ 
ing doUars into the licencing program, it ^lould be by the 
decision of sports fishermen and based on re*ult 8 of the ini¬ 
tial stages of enhancement. 

Some ot the benefits that could involve trcmi a salmon 
•ports fishing licence: 

• It would give sports fishermen a recognized vxrice in 
the management of the resource: 

• It would give them the right to ask for enhancement 
of sports fishing stocks; 

• Knowledge of the number of sports salmcm fishermen 
and the economic of sports fishing industry would put sports¬ 
men in proper perspective as part of international negotia¬ 
tions; 

• The licence would show sports fislang is something 
^ith T^ich to be reckoned and would set a basis of evaluation 
to give them their deserved share of the industry. 

The proposed salmon enhancement program is only for 
Pacific Coast waters. There is already a program in effect 
for Atlantic fisheries. 

There it is. A sport* fishing licence is undoubtedly close 
at hand. Let your feelings be known by writing to federal 
fi^>eriM OQ’ attending the Oct. 18 Victoria Fish and Game 
Qub meeting. That club will outline the proposals in its Oc¬ 
tober pre-meeting bulletin.

Either way. Tallis has 
played a [^art in the building 
of a champion. 

Since 1975. he has served as 
Rssistaat to the president of 
the Yankees. But more than 
that. Tallis was the man who 
built the Kansas City Royals 
from a 1968 expansion team 
into a pennant contender. 

Tallis was named general 
manager and executive vice 
president of the Royals on 
Jan. 16. 1968. when the leant 
was formed, he held that posi¬ 
tion until June U. 1974, when 
a personality dispute resulted 
in his being demoted by 
Royals’ owner Kwing Kauff¬ 
man and later leaving the 
team altogether. 

While Tallis has left the 
Royals in body, the efforts of 
his shrewd trading and the 
minor^Ieague system he de¬ 
veloped along with Lou Gor¬ 
man, who earlier this season 
resigned as director of player 
personnel for the Royals to 
head baseball operations for 
the new Seattle team, are 
paying off. 

Tallis is now* a contender 
for major-league baseball’s 
e.xecuUve of the year. It was 
Tallis who made the deals 
which brought the Royals 
such starters as: 

• First-baseman John 
Mayberry, who despite his 


problems al the plate this 
year ranks fifth in the Ameri¬ 
can League in runs batted in 
and save<j many an error with 
his ability to dig throws out of 
(he ground at first base: 

• Shortstop l*Yeddle Patek. 
who has better range than 
most inlielders and an arm to 
match: 

• Centrefielder Amos Otis, 
one of three candidates on the 
team for mo6i valuable player 
honors because of his abilities 
at bat and in the field; 

• Designated hitter-left- 
fielder Hal McRae, tlie 
league's top hitter, the inspi¬ 
rational leader of the Roy^s 
and anulhcr MVT candidate. 

• Catcher Buck Martinez, 
whose ability to handle pitch¬ 
ers gives them an extra bit of 
confid«ice on the n>ound. 

The other Royals’ starts 
— third baseman George 
Brett, second-baseman Frank 
^Vhile and outfielders Al 
Cowens, Tom Poquette and 
Jim Wchlford *— are products 
of the Tallis-Gomian farm 
system as are starting pitch¬ 
ers Dennis Leonard and Doug 
Biixl and tc^ reliever Mark 
Uttell. 

The Royals' change of roles 
from always a bridesmaid to 
the western division leaders 
were made by the maturity of 
the Gorman-Tallis era, not the 
trades by current general 
manager Joe Burke.

TOKYO (API — Japsnese 
pwfessional wrestler Antonio 
Inoki has filed suit, against 
World heavyweight Ixixing 
champion Muhammad Ali tor 
57«9.000 in connection with 
their world martial arts 
championship held here in 
June. I 

Inoki is blaming All for 
turning the match into a dull 
encounter, a spokesman for i 
the grappler said. 

All and Inoki met in Tokyo 
June 'J6 in a lacklustre 1 
contest that fell far iihoit of [ 
advance billing and w’as de¬ 
clared a draw. The simkes- : 
man said the suit was filed in 
the Tokyo District Court on 
Monday and that Ali would he 
informed of the action soon. It 
claimed Inoki has suatamed 
lo.sses in his profes-si^mal ca¬ 
reer as a result of the wres- 
Tlor versus boxer affair. 

The spokesman said All’s 
last minutes insisteni e on ad¬ 
ditional rules prevented 
Inoki frf>m using karate chops 
and other hand blows and 
compelled him to resort to 
spending moat of the time on 
his back trying to kick Ali. 

He said Inoki was forced to 
accept the rules because Ali 
threatened to quit and return 
to the United States if his de¬ 
mands were not met.

Ortanlxation officials eaid 
the last casea of the disease 

should be over in two months. 
If no new- outbreaks occur in 
two years, WIff> will declare 
smallpox officially eradicated, 
ending a worldwide campaign 
it began in 1967. 

Medical laboratories 
throughout the world have ah 
ready begun to destroy stocks 
of smallpooc virus, used to 


make N-aci ine, to prextnt an 
accidmtal revival. ■ 

The last \ictims are in 
three villages isolated in the 
region of Bale, about 900 
miles eouth of Ad^ Ababa. 

E.>q>crtence has shown that 
once eradicated the disease 
doee not resppear. But to 
make sure. MHO will conduct 
an extensiv-e survetUance, in* 
eluding a house-to4muse 
search in the three villages. 

Smallpox is caused by a 
vims transmitted only by 
direct contact among persons. 
Before modem medicine 
brought It under control, the 
disease swept through contl* 
nents. de$tro>ing populations 


and leaving survivors marked 
wnth ugly pockmarks and 
socnetinnes blind. 

There is still no bwwn 
treatment for the disease, and 
its origins are a m^-stery. But 
it can be prevented by vacch 
nation. 



Bridey Murphy back 
to help make movie

HOLLYWOOD (UPI> — 
Susan Swift. 12. gazed into the 
middle distance and. deep in 
the throes of hypnosis, uttered 
words in the voice of another 
and long-dead little girl. 

Diminutive Miss Swift was 
acting her role in an absorb¬ 
ing regressiop scene for direc¬ 
tor Robert Wise’s Audrey 
Rose, a new movie about rein¬ 
carnation. 

Off to one side of the cam¬ 
era. deeply engrossed in the 
action, was Virginia Morrow, 
a suburban Denver housewife 
possessed dt a special fascina¬ 
tion for reineamatinn. . 

Mrs. Morrow w^s a news¬ 
maker 23 years ago as the 
subject of the best-seller. The 
Search for Bridey Murphy. 

Hypnotist Morey Bernstein 
pul Mrs. Morrow (whose 
name was then Virginia 
Tighe) through a series of 
eight taped inteniews in 1952 
and published the i-esults in 
the book. The tapes captured 
a woman's thick Irish brogue. 

The Irish woman who spoke 
throuidt Mrs. Morrow’s body 
ostensibly was Bridey 
Murphy. Bridey told of her 
marriage to the son of a 
County Cork lawyer and other 
details of her life. She men- 
ti<med one other important 
fact — that she had died and 
been buried in 1846. 

Tbe Search for Bridey 
Murphy was the story <rf Bri- 
dey's reincamatiem as Mrs. 
Morrow. The book became an 
instant sensation. Author 
Bernstein applied the name of 
Ruth Simmons to the then 
Mrs. Tighe to protect her 
from harassment. 

Even so. her identity came 
to light. Churphes condemned 
her. She was offered all 8ort$ 
of harebrained schemes to ex¬ 
ploit her new-found fame — 
from televisicm shows to open¬ 
ing car lots. 

Mrs. Morrow, a quiet 
woman of good taste, was ill- 
equipped to cope with the 
flash of instant fame. She 
turned down the exploitation 
deals. 

Bernstein made a fortune 
from the book and its subse¬ 
quent movie sale. TTie 1966 


film starred TTieresa Wright 
and Louis Hayward. 

Mrs. Morrow reaped pre¬ 
cious little from her ordeal, a 
mere $10,000. 

Since pubiioation of the 
bo(A she divorced Tighe and 
married Richard Morrow, a 
steel company executive. She 
is the mother of three grown 
daughters by her marriage to 
Tighe. 

Virginia Motrow is not the 
sort of wonwui one would ex¬ 
pect her to be. Sie is not dra¬ 
matic in appearance nor mys¬ 
tical or eerie in manner. 

She is a handsome, humors 
ous bloode in her middle 
years. Smell in sfoture. she is 
warm. Intelligent and stUl 
skeptical about reincamatkm. 

'T’ve watched little Susan 
being led back through a pre¬ 
vious life for three days.'* .she 
said on Stage 18 at MGM 
where the UniKkt Artists film 
is being made. ’’1 have no 
conscious memory of my own 
regresaidn experiences. But 
the scenes are very much like 
things 1 read about myself. 

“I’m a person who inves- ^ 
tigates theories and ideas be¬ 
fore accepting them. I'm not 
thoroughly convinced about 
reincarnation. However I’m 
more inclined to believe in it 
now than before Bridey 
Murphy. 

“But only because of what 
I've read of other cases and 
of having li.stened to people 
who sound as if they know 
what they're talking about. 

“I’ve never heard all of the 
Bridey Murphy tapes. And It 
was five years before I could 
read the bo(^. When I finally 
got through it I felt as if 1 
were reacting about another 
person. I didn’t relate it to 
myself at all.” 

Mrs. Morrow, who makes 
no claim whatever to having 
'been Bridey in a previous life, 
came to Hollywood at the' In- 
vitotion of FYank de Felitta. 


author of Audrey Rose and 
co-producer of the movie. He 
w'as anxious for her to read 
his book and to see the 
regression scenes filmed. 

De Felitta assured Mrs. 
Morrow reincarnation Is wide¬ 
ly accepted by hundreds of 
millions of persons throughout 
the world. When Bridey first 
surfaced it was considered a 
pagan sacrilege In many 
parts of the wdrid. 

Mrs. Morrow received thou¬ 
sands of crank letters end 
weird telephone calls. Eventu¬ 
ally she managed to put the 
Bridey Murphy episode be- 
kind her. 

The Moitows live quietly In 
a Denver suburb. Thetr 
friends know Mrs. Morrow’s 
backgound but little fuse la 
made over it. 

She has experienced no 
manUeslations of reincamA- 
tion since her hypnosis e.vpen* 
ments with Berostein. Nor is 
she anxious to make any 
furhter personal investiga¬ 
tions into reincarnation.

In his rebuttal, Murphy re¬ 
minded the court that the 
prosecution must prove 
beyond a reasr^able doubt 
that Ganner committed the of¬ 
fences. 

He recalled that a number 
of witnesses had testified 
Ganner spent a lot of time at 
the club and many said he 
had done a ^Ood job. At no 
• time, Murphy said, did any¬ 
one point his finger at the ac¬ 
cused man and say "that's 
wrong." 

Murphy contended that the 
prosecution failed to prove In¬ 
tent on all charges. 

Referring to the Queen's 
Regulations and Orders, 
Murphy said the definition of 
fraud was "a deceitful act or 
pravtice," and suggested that 
Ganner was not hiding any¬ 
thing. 

Murphy rejected Reed’s 
contention that Ganner's 
modus operand! was to de¬ 
fraud but rather for the bet¬ 
terment of the club. 

"If he’s guilt of anything,"

OTTAWA (CPJ — Canadian 
nationalist Mel Hurtig says 
the United States ambassador 
to Canada ia guilty of lying, 
distortion, deception and mis¬ 
representation in speeches he 
has given in this country. 

Hurtig. an Ldmonton book 
publisher and former chair¬ 
man of the Committee tor an 
Independent Canada, says Ca¬ 
nadians would be wise to ig¬ 
nore statements by Ambas¬ 
sador Thomas Lnders. 


He says in the seven 
months since he look over 
from Ambassador WilHun 
Porter, Enders had given 
speeches “full of misleading 
distortion, loaded with blatant 
inaccuracies and deceptively 
advocating policies definitely 
not in the b^t interest of Can¬ 
ada."

In one instance, he said 
Enders was "plainly a down¬ 
right liar." Hurtig told a 
meeting of the Ottawa branch 
of the cre Tuesday night.

I have alway* had a aoCt 
spi)t in my heart the tih 
beroua begonia, for with all 
its exotic beauty, like some 
rare and ditftcult tropical 
ptant.^it is about as easy to 
grow as a radish easier, 
perhaps, for the niots don’t 
get wtirmy as do the radishe.s. 

It is such a versatile sub* 
iecl. too. Given a cool lora> 
tiun, uith light or i)artiBl 
shade, tuberouf* begonias put 
on a grand sho>\' (it color in 
beds, hanging baskets, plant¬ 
ers, window txixes and even 
ns indo(H' piHted plants. 

It is such a-versatile sulv 
lect. Uni. Given a ewati hwa- 
tion. with light or partial 
shade, tuberous begonias put 
on a grand sh<TW of color in 
l>eds. hanging baskets, plant¬ 
ers. window boxes and even 
as indoor potted plants. 

Because of this partiality, 
my collection of beg<inia bulbs 
has been growing steadily 
over the years until it it 
reaching almost u nman agea- 
hle pn^nioptn— - 

With my older and bigger 
bulba, I have been dividing 
them in the spring — cutting 
them up like seed iiotaloes,

getting two and occasionally 
three plants from one bulb. 

On erf all this. I don't 
seem to have the will|K>uer to 
pasj* by a really well-grms-n 
begonia plant in a garden 
shop withtHjt stop|>ing and 
buying it. So. with one thing 
and another, we have begtm- 
iaa pra< ticajly coniing out our 
ears, and the time has <omo 
now when they should be, lin¬ 
ed. (hied off and put into cool 
storage C<»r the winter. 

This is a lot of w(n*k. and 
sonictinieK I wivider if it 
xwHildn’t be smarter to settle 
for a flagst«ine patio rather 
than A lifipinia bed. 

I’nlike the dahlias, uhich I 
leave o(jt until the to|>»t have 
l)een blackened by trosl. I 
prefer to kill off my begonias 
ver>’ gradually hy, drought 
rather than suddenly by an 
overnight fn)?A or by cutting 
down the lopgrowih. 

In their native South Ameri¬ 
can mountainside home, they 
nre never struck down over¬ 
night by' cold, but pa.ss into 
dormancy slowly and gradual¬ 
ly ihnnigh lack of moisture 
after the trot'ical rainy season 
has passed. I try to reproduce 


these natural cevtditions as 
ckwely as possible. 

I dig my pianu while they 
are still in full leaf, taking a 
gcxxt ball of soil around the 
mots, and I replant them 
(pjite ckMte together to save 
space — in shallow boxes, 
trays or old seed fiats. 

A few (rf the leaves may tie 
trimmed away where they are 
causing ton much overcrowd¬ 
ing, ntheiwise the process is 
the same as an ordinary 
transplanting, except that no 
water is given. 

Sitting crowded together in 
their trays, the plant# are 
given a pieiautionary spray¬ 
ing against (tests and dis¬ 
eases. then the shallow boxes 
are brought indoors. An airy, 
dry place is chosen for them 
a basement floor near a 
window' is g(XKl — and the 
plants are left without water 
until the toil dries out. the 
leaves fall off and the stem# 
wither aw'ay. 

This takes quite a time, for 
begonia stems are thick and 
fleshy and full of sap. but it it 
unwdse to break or cut them 
(rff. Walt until they are quite 
dry and dead, for at this stage 


they will fall away Irom the 
bulb at a touch. leaving only a 
small scar cn the bulb’s sur¬ 
face. 

The precious bulbs may 
now be cleaned up. Jxrushing 
off any soil that may iliU be 
clinging to them, and placed 
in cool storage until it is time 
to start them into growth in 
the spring- During the clean¬ 
ing, I make it a point to mil 
each bulb in a dish of ordi¬ 
nary sulphur until it is well 
coated with the powden; this 
helps protect them against the 
\artou8 moulds and rol dis¬ 
eases. 

Kor storing. I use cartons 
scrounged from the super- 
markets, burying my begonia 
tubers in peat moss and stor¬ 
ing the cartons in a very cool 
but frost-free place. 

Basement storage worked 
out quite well for me until we 
moved to our present home: 
here, the temperature is a bit 
loo high and the bulba start 
sprouting too early in the 
spring. 

I am having better luck 
storing in our unheated 
garage, svhich is tight enough 
to keep out ail but the very 
sevei'e frost#.

In Cairo. Egyptian Pres¬ 
ident Anwar Sadat called the 
Syrian attack an attempt to 
d»truy the Palestinian mox-e- 
and shatter Arab efforts 
to end the civil war in Leban¬ 
on. He warned that Syria 
“will never escape the punish¬ 
ment of history." 

Syria replied angrily. The 
government news agency in 
Damascus said “the chief of 
the Sadat traitor regime" has 
nothing to sell his peoi^e ex¬ 
cept critidsm of the achieve¬ 
ments of the late Egyptian 
President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser.

Dozens of other men. most 
in grey prison garb, hooted in 
support as the wege of cell- 
liliicks A and B in the old cast 
wing qf the British Cohimbla 
Penitentiary entered Its 25th 
hour Tuesday night. 

The occasion was a visit by 
about 30 reporters, a move 
pris<m officials quickly agreed 
to after the seven-member 
prlscmer oommitlee added 
th§t condition to a list of de¬ 
mands for the' release of hos¬ 
tage Wayne Culbert, 21. a 
penitentiary guard. 

What refiorters saw was the 
Mid-product of a wrecking 
spree that began late Monday 
afternoon when about 200 pris¬ 
oners barricaded themselves 
into the back-to-back cell- 
blocks. Prison officials have 
not yet estimated costs of the 
damage. 

Prisoners swung on the 
bars, hung over what was left 
railings silong each of the 
five, 2&-ceIl tiers or just 
lounged about the pile of rub¬ 
bish strewn from one end of 
the cell blocks to the other. 

It was a barely distin¬ 
guishable mass of tom 
mattresses, splintered* book¬ 
cases and cupboards, shred¬ 
ded paper, smashed sinks and 
toilets. 

Virtually all the windows 
looking directly out from cat'll 
bank of cells w'ere shattered. 

The first thing the reporters 
saw were twn sheets hung on 
the bars with the defiant 
words: "Under new manage¬ 
ment" scrawled on them.

A pri.son official said the .sit¬ 
uation has been "very- calm 
and under control" since the 
prisoners went on a three- 
hour rampage and set fire to 
a wing of the federal max¬ 
imum security penitentiary 
late Monday. 

The prisoners' patience had 
apparently run out after a 
three-day peacefiil protest did 
not yield the talks they had 
demanded with officials in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

The prisoners had barricad¬ 
ed themselves inside the 
cellblock for the three days, 
after which they set fire to 
mattresses. 

Jean Lajoie. Quebec region¬ 
al information officer for the 
federal penitentiary services, 
said the institute's gymna¬ 
sium wxmld be "transformed 
into a dormitory" where as 


many as 200 prisoners could 
be lodged.

Ford aide sees no harm 
in lobbists’ golf payouts 


"Our peoples expect the 
United Nations to exhaust all 
possibilities of checking this 
method of using brute force,” 
Genscher said. "We must face 
up to this danger affecting lis 
all and initiate an objective 
discussion on possible steps." 


WASHINGTON (UPD — 
President Ford played golf as 
the guest of at least four cor¬ 
porations when he was in 
Congress and saw nothing 
wrcmg in such outings, a 
White House spc^esman said 
Tuesday. 

Responding to news reports 
and a swipe from Jimmy 
Carter on the issue of coziness 
with lobbyists, press secre¬ 
tary Ron Nesaen said Ford 
stopped accepting such hospi¬ 
tality when he became vice- 
president in 1973. 

"As an avid golfer, the 
president over the years has 
accepted invitations to pi&y 
with freinds at different clubs 
around the country and has 
invited friends to play at his 
club,” the Burning Tree 
course in suburban Bethesda, 
Md., Nessen said. 

He said the president, while 
he was a Michigan congress¬ 
man, attended golf outings as 
the guest of corporate of¬ 
ficials of Bethlehem Steel Co., 
the Aluminum Corporation of 
America, the Firestone Rulv 
ber Coip. and U-S. Steel Corp. 

He said he did not know 


who paid Ford’s expenses, al¬ 
though U.S. Steel lobbyist Wil- 
liam Wltyte said last week his 
firm paid for three sudi golf¬ 
ing vacations between 1964 
and 1973. 

Nessen said Ford would not 
have accepted the golfing in¬ 
vitations "if he thought there 
was anything wrong wHh it" 
and betteves he has "lived up 
to the sfrtrit" of the 1968 Con- 
gresstonal Ethics Code. 

"The president does not 
consider a golf game to be a 
gift of substantial value," 
Nessen said. , 

Gifts of substantial value 
from lobbyists could be re-, 
garded, under ccmgressional 
ethics codes, as posing a con¬ 
flict of interest. Lobbyists are 
supposed to list them in the 
reports they file with 
congress. 

Oontrov'ersy over the golf 
Issue arose last week when 
Whyte, U.S. Steel's chief 
W’ashington lobbyist, disclosed 
his firm treated Ford to ex¬ 
pense-paid trips to its lodge at 
Pine Valley golf club in New 
Jersey in 1964,1969 and 1973. 


The White House said Ford 
w’as Whyte’s guest for week¬ 
ends in 1964 and 1971. 

Whyte also said U.S. Steel 
paid for two Ford stays at its 
lodgings near Disney World in 
Florida in 1972 and 1974. The 
Witte House declined com¬ 
ment on fliat. 

Whyte, a long-time friend of 
Ford's, is a regular member 
of the president's golfing four¬ 
some at the Burning Tree 
club. 

Without naming Ford. 
Carter took an obvious jab at 
him Monday in a Portland, 
Ore., campaign speech at¬ 
tacking Washingtcm politi¬ 
cians wbo get "financial sup¬ 
port from lobbyists ... They 
heloc^ to the same clubs, they 
play golf on the same golf 
courses, they communicate 
with one another, they sup- 
pt)rt one another."

Grain terminal going 


A key section of Victoria's 
Outer Wharf faces an uncer¬ 
tain future at the end of the 
year. 

The one million-bushel 
grain shipping terminal, 
which has stood empty for 
about 20 years of its 4i‘year 
history, is to be closed again. 

The elevator’s owners, al¬ 
berta Wheat Pool of Calgary, 
said Tuesday it was closing 
down the operation and stri|>' 
ping out its grain-handling 
equipment by Dec. 31 because 
it was unwilling to spend be¬ 
tween $1.3 million and $1.7 
million that would be required 
to bring it up to a safer stan¬ 
dard. Some of Ihe equipment 
will be moved to Vancomer 


for use in expanded facilities 
there. 

Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways. which has the property 
<m which the elevator stands 
under entrustmeni, said Tues¬ 
day it has no clear idea at the 
moment what is to become of 
the property. 

The federal government 
owns the land but government 
officials said that they knew 
of no plans for it. 

A CNR spokesman in Van¬ 
couver said that it was likely, 
however, that a recommen¬ 
dation would go in to Ottaw^a 
within a month or two regard¬ 
ing the property, as part^f a 
team study on the docks hero. 

The closedown, which 


comes after 16 years of opera- 
ti<m here by the prairie grain 
firm, will eliminate 26 .jobs at 
the elevator and five more in- 
vt>lved with the rail car 
aspects of the operation. The 
2 S elevator workers are not 
union members. 

Alberta Wheat Pool said In 
a press release that the com¬ 
pany “will provide pension 
and generous re-location as¬ 
sistance” to Victoria em¬ 
ployees.

The Wheat Pool announce¬ 
ment said upgrading of safety 
standards at the elevator was 
the prime reason for the clo¬ 
sure. General manager J. W. 
Madill said in an interview 
from Calgary that the eleva¬ 
tor was "perfectly safe" as it 
stands but new standards 
would require such improve¬ 
ments as covered electric 
motors, a sprinkler system, 
dust control systems, alarms 
and inter-locking switches. 

Madill added that if the im¬ 
provements weren’t made, 
the company would find it dif¬ 
ficult if not impossible to ob¬ 
tain insurance. 

“But there’s another fac¬ 
tor.” he added. “It would cost 
a lot more to imjMwe the ca¬ 
pacity of the operation. In 
other words, doubling -the 
amount of grain that we could 
move out would not be possi¬ 
ble because of the barging 
limitations and for that rea¬ 
son I doubt if any other ewn- 
pany would be willing to take 
over the grain elevator.” 

'Madill said that he didn’t 
know w1>ether it was new fed¬ 
eral or provincial regulations 
that were being imposed on 
the operation. 

Last winter the federal gov- 
ernment staged an investiga¬ 
tion into safety standards at 
West Coast grain terminals 
following an explosion and 
fire that killed five workers 
and caused SS million worth 
• of damage in the Pool’s Van- 
cou^’c^ terminal. 

Dr. W. D. L. Hnn. dean of 
the . d^rtment of applied 
science at the University of 
B.C. conducted that investiga¬ 
tion and part of it was held 
here. The terminal here was 
commended for its “good 
housekeeping” practices at 
the time.

Surgery negligence settlement ^nearly $1 million ’ 


VANCOUVER fCPi The 
Sun says a damage suit by a 
(lalient against St Paul’s Hos¬ 
pital and Dr. Norman Mar- 
Millen of Vancouver has been 
settled out of court for a sum 
approaching $1 million. 

The patient had sustained 
brain damage as the result of 
a lack of oxygen to his brain 
during surgery to remove a 


kidney stone, it was alleged at 
a hearing. 

Precise amount of the 
agreed settlement is being 
kept secret by all parties in¬ 
volved and was ev'en refused 
the presiding B.C Supreme 
Court judge, the newspaper 
says. 

One source close to the 
hearing said the sum was 
"over $800,000," another said 


it was "nearly $1 million" In 
either case it would be one of 
the highest made in Canada. 

Donald Gemlno. director of 
finance at the hospital, said 
neither the hospital nor its in¬ 
surance company 'ha* liabili¬ 
ty whatsoever" In the settle¬ 
ment. 

"The hospital is as clean as 
driven snow’." Gemlno said. 

Dr. Hugh McDonald, execu¬ 


tive director of St. Paul’s, 
said. "The hospital w^s en¬ 
joined with the defendant 
prior to the settlement. On the 
day of the settlement it was 
agreed between counsel for 
the plaintiff, counsel for the 
defendant and counsel for the 
hospital that the hospital 
would not be held liable in the 
settlement." 

When the actiim was started 


in January hve other doctors 
were named in the statement 
o( claim but their names were 
dropped by an amended state¬ 
ment the day the hearing 
started. 

The statement said the pa¬ 
tient. 32. married with a 
young daughter, earned about 
$18,000 as a school teacher in 
Vancouver. 

He has been "active In ath¬ 


letics. includlr^ track, field 
and cross country, coaching 
and recreational cycling, 
hockey, tennis, bowling and 
skiing," the statement said. 

On Feb. €.'1875. the state¬ 
ment continued, he underwent 
surgery at St. Paul's Hospital 
for the removal of a kidney 
stone.

He had been a principal in 
North Vancouver at three 
schools between 1981 and 1970 
before becoming the district’s 
director of instruction in 1970.

Tlie Wheal Pool announce¬ 
ment said upgrading of safety 
standards at the elevator was 
the prime reason for the clo- 
sin-e. General manager J. W. 
Madill said in an interview 
from Calgary that the eleva¬ 
tor was “perfectly safe a* It 
stands but new standards 
would require such improve¬ 
ments as covered electric 
motors, a sprinkler aystem. 
dust control systems, alarms 
and inter-locking switches. 

Madill added that if the im- 
IirovemenU weren’t made, 
the company would find it dif¬ 
ficult if not impossible to <rt>- 
tain insurance. 

“But there’s another fac¬ 
tor.” he added. “It would cost 
a lot more to improve the ca¬ 
pacity of the operation. In 
other words, doubling the 
amount of grain that we could 
move out would not be possi¬ 
ble because of the barging 
limitations and (or that rea¬ 
son I doubt if any other com¬ 
pany would be willing to taka 
over the grain elevator." 

Madill said that he didn’t 
know whether it was new fed¬ 
eral OP provincial regulation* 
that were being imposed on 
the operation. 

Last winter the federal gov¬ 
ernment staged an investiga¬ 
tion into safety standards at 
West Coast grain terminals 
following an explosion and 
fire that killed five workers 
and caused $8 million worth 
of damage In the Pool’s Van¬ 
couver terminal. 

Dr. W. D. L. Finn, dean of 
the department of applied 
science at the University of 
B.C. conducted that Investiga- 
tioo and part of it was held 
here. The terminal here was 
commended for its “good 
housekeeping” practices at 
the time. 

Finn, however, has yet to 
submit his findings to the fed¬ 
eral government and Madill 
said that the company deci¬ 
sion was not based on it.

^be city was a major 
pusher of the grain terminal 
from as far back as 1984. The 
council of the day, under 
Mayor Carl Pendray, set up a 
scheme whereby the grain el¬ 
evator, a woollen factoiy and 
a cold storage plant would be 
established In the Outer 
Wharf area. The woollen lac- 


toiy eventually went under 
and the cold storage Tlant will 
be all that remains in opera¬ 
tion after Dor. 31. It is now 
the Victoria branch of B.C 
Packers. 

The elevator was built origi¬ 
nally by Smith Brothers and 
Wilson of Vancouver for Pan¬ 
ama Pacific Grain Terminals 
Ltd. but was acquired by the 


city in 1938 <hi a quit claim 
and it look over a $419,000 
debt. In 1953 the city sold it to 
K. A, Powell (Pacific) Ltd. 
for $202,300. 

During its hu:?ier period In 
the last 20 years, a 
200,000-bushel additiem was 
itonsidered but never formally 
acted upon by a succession of 
owners. 


Sidney decision to purchase 
alderman’s artifacts ‘touchy’

Sidney Mayor Peter MaJ- 
rolm misgivings about his 
council’s decision to spend up 
In $10,000 on a collection of In¬ 
dian artifact? from 'The Bar¬ 
gain House, a Sidney antique 
store owned by Sidney aider- 
man and finance chairman 
Gib Baal. 

Malcolm said Tueisd^ that 
Baal’s' proposed sale of the 
collection to council is “a 
touchy subject." 

“Baal, in effect, wmld prof¬ 
it from a transaction dealing 
with the town,” Malcolm said. 

Baal told the Colonist Tues¬ 
day he bought the Mason col- 
lectinn on behalf of his store 
for “several thousands of dol¬ 
lars.” Baal also owns the 
Brentwood Bargain Bam. 

Baal is hodding the coilec- 
tinn until council makes a 
final authoolzation of pay¬ 
ment. At the Bargain House 
the collection was selling for 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Council plans to place the 
collection in the Sidney muse¬ 
um. 

Malcolm said fioni his 
home Tuesday he was per¬ 
sonally opposrf to buying the 
collection because of BmI's 
involvement in the sale. He 
also said that. If purchased, it 
lA-ouJd cost the municipality 
between $6,000 and $10,000. 

“We shouldn't spend the 
taxpayers’ money to pad our 
museum.” he said. “Council 
members are not paid to buy 
antiques for the museum. We 
have a couple of hot-shot mu¬ 
seums nearby. and we 
shouldn’t start competing 
with them.” 

Baal withdrew from discus¬ 
sion on the Mason collection 
Monday night in coimcli and 
didn't vote «i the matter. 

Council voted to ^sk North 
Saaniefh to join it in buying 
the collection from The Bar¬ 
gain Hou;«e. 

Council made imrchase of 
the collection subject to af>- 
praisal by the Provincial Mu¬ 
seum. However, the muse¬ 


um’s assistant ethnology 
riircctoi*. Alan Hoover, said 
Tuesday that it isn’t museum 
(xilicy to give appraisals. 

’Baal bought the collection 
from Jim Mason of Sidney, 
and said it was comprised of 
original items and "junk that 
Jim Mason picked up ova* 
the last 10 yean or so from 
auctions.’* 

ITie Bargain House, which 
used to be a livery stable, was 
started by Mason’s father, Jo 
seph, in 1928. Baal has owned 
the store for several years 
and the Mascxi collection is 
not connected with that pur¬ 
chase. 

“It was a second-hand 
store,” Mason said. “We trad¬ 
ed diipped and cracked china 
to the Indians on Vancouver 
Lsland to use in their pot- 
latches. In return we got 
sweaters.” 

Mason, whose hobby is col¬ 
lecting antiques, especially 
guns, said his parents also 
traded heaters, stoves, and 
shovels to the Indians on the 
Island, in exchange for Indian 
goods. 

Ma.son said that one basket 
in the coUection bou^t by 
Baai was once worth $1, and 
now is worth $400 or $500. 

Both director Edwards and 
assistant ethnology director 
Hoover were unaware the 
existence of the Mason collec¬ 
tion. Director of ethnology 
Peter Macnair was out of 
towTi and could not be 
reached. 

Baal said Tuesday that two 
small totem poles in the 
.Mason collection have an es¬ 
timated value of $1,000 each. 

Baal said Mason had been 
in touch with the Provincial 
Museum about buying the col¬ 
lection. “but they wouldn’t 
pay the price, and I was will¬ 
ing to pay.” 

“It’s an excellent invest¬ 
ment.” he added. "It in¬ 
creases in value each year. E 
know one local man who has 
made himself a millionaire by 
selling artifacts in the eastern 
U.S. Artifacts are the in thing 
now."
